The use of silver by the Reichs- 
bank might suggest a good idea to 
countries that, with their worship 
of the gold fetish, have almost des- 
troyed silver’s value. 

Silver and gold have gone side by 
side as money for five thousand 
years and should continue to do so, 
on the proper ratio. 

It is in the power of the U.S. 
ernment to restore the value of rae 
ver, in collaboration with Great 
Britain, 

Production of copper has increas- 
ed the output of silver enormously.

We 
recommend that there should be more 
rigid supervision of barnstorming air- 
craft.”

FORECAST BIG 
REDUCTION IN 
WORLD WHEAT 


U.S. Agriculture Dept. Pre- 
dicts 300,000,000 Bush- 
els Drop

WASHINGTON, D.C., July 24—A 
world wheat crop 250,000,000 to 300,- 
000,000 bushels less than last year, 
was forecast Thursday by the agri- 
culture department in its latest sum- 
mary of 1931 prospects, 

Surpius stocks of old wheat, how- 
ever, may total 100,000,000 bushels 
more than remained on hand July 

1, 1930, in exporting countries. On 
the other hand supplies in importing 
nations are probably smaller, the 
department said, 

The Farm Board is considering the 
sale of some stabilization wheat in 
foreign countries. Chairman Stone 

said Thursday, however, no definite 
agreements have been made 

The Board has advanced as well as 
received some offers, he added, and 
would consider sales on a reasonable 
credit basis 

In response to requests for a new 
sales policy, the board agreed to limit 
sales to 60,000,000 bushels this year, 
“exclusive of sales to foreign govern- 
ments now under consideration.” 


CANADA'S CROP LOWER 

Canadian wheat production, sharply 
reduced by drought, may be 150,000,000 
bushels below 1930, while acreage re- 
ductions in Argentine and Australia 
together may bring about a further

“We suggest that representatives of 
the three provinces should meet to- 
gether and undertake the formation 
of an ordinary trading corporation

“We further suggest that it is desir- 
able, in view of the fact that the 
marketing Of the wheat now owned 
by the pools in the three western 
provinces is under the direction of 
Mr. John I. MacParland, that he 
should be the general manager of the 
new corporation If this arrange- 
ment is satisfactory. the federal gov- 
ernment will undertake to make the 
necessary financial arrangements to 
ensure the proper functioning of the 
corporation.”

Exactly one month is cut off the

And you won't get that muffled and 
frozen hour of suspense at dawn this 
year, for the season south of the 
Clearwater and Athabasca rivers opens 
at noon on September 15, and closes 
November 14. North of the Athabasca 
and Clearwater the season starts at 
noon, September 1, and ends Novem- 
ber 14 

Bag limits wil] be 15 ducks per day 
per gun during September, and 25 
birds daily during the balance of the 
reason, with 100 birds as the limit for 
the season 

The bag limit for 
day each hunter 
30 the whole season 
The shortening of the 
reduction of bag limits 
about with a view to conservation 
Manitoba and Saske’chewan have 
made changes along the same lines 
There is also a movement in the Un- 
ited States to cut still further to a 
30-day season, with a reduction in

As a result of the 
waterfowl in Canada and the United 
States, it is possib’e that considera- 
tion will be given to still further re- 
ductions, and it is also possible that 
water-fowl hunting will be closed for 
the entire season during 1932.
